Michigan Lumbermen, May

Two Thousand Persons Flee 
From One Threatened

CALUMET (Mich.) Oct. 
Two camps of lumber company of- 
ficials and workmen have either 
lost their lives or been trapped by 
forest fires sweeping four northern 
Michigan counties. 

Marquette is overcast dense 
clouds of smoke arising m the 
forest fires which are burning in” 
the vicinity of Big Bay, in the 
holdings of the Lake Independence 
Lumber Company and in Alger 


county near Munising. Bad condi- 
tions exist around Michigamme, 
where several camps are endan- 


red, 
Rains in the upper peninsula the 
last two months have been light 
and the wood now being dry forms 
excellent food for the flames. 
Newspapermen who in an auto- 
mobile rode through the burning 
Ontonagon District learned that 
2000 inhabitants have ven up 
hopes of saving their village and 
have begun flight from the burn- 
ing district. “Two camps just 
north of our town have been wiped 
out and nothing has been hearg 
from the men in the camps," <r 
refugees said. “Their natu 
course would have been tow 
Ontonagon, In fact, it was their 
only hope.” 


FIRE ON WIDE FRONT 

One fire covering a sixty-five- 
mile front Is but a few miles out- 
side the settlement of Greenland, 
Ontonagon and Rockland. The in- 
habitants of these towns, especial- 
ly the women and children, are al- 
ready seeking places of safety in 
towns and villages farther south, 
Except for a few men who are

MANY FIRES sTARTED 

Cinders and sparks periodically 
were igniting dwellings and busi, 
ness blocks in Ontonagon and Wi- 
nona. As fast as the men could 
extinguish the flames upon one 
dwelling the fire would break out 
upon the roofs of others. 

At noon the forest fires were but 
a few miles from those towns and 
the men who remained behind ex- 
pressed little hope they could pre- 
vent the flames from sweeping thg 
villages. 

Despite what seemed the utter 
hopelessness of saving these towns 
the fire fighters were making one 
last stand. 

Trenches wide and deep were be- 
ing hastily dug around all the vil- 
lages in the district, while sparks 
falling ike rain upon the workers 
foretold the probable fate of these 
towns. 

Several camps on the south shore 
of Lake Michigamme are in the 
path of the fires and doubt is ex- 
pressed by men attempting to 
check them that the summer 
homes can be saved.

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) Oct. 10,— 
Pleading guilty to charge after 
chargé of robbery until a total of 
six separate offenses had been reg- 
istered against him, and a sentence 
of fifteen years entered for each 
offense, Walter 1. Sayles, alias 
Black Hawk, negro highwayman 
and store robber, appeared far less 


interested in court proceedings 
against him than were many of 
the spectators. 


Evidently it was an amusing ex- 
perience to the young negro, for 
almost throughout the entire rou- 
tine of pleading, trial and sen- 
tencing a broad smile sat upon his 
features. 

The negro pleaded guilty to ev- 

ery charge in a clear voice after 

walking with firm, elastic step to 
the clerk’s desk of the Superior 
Court to listen to the reading of 
the indictments against him. 


THINKS JOKE ON HIM 
As the day wore on the jury, 
with painful regularity, retired for 
a few moments, only to return a 
vented of “guilty, and we recom- 
mend that the court fx his sen- 
tence at fifteen years.” But as the 
verdict was read his eyes never 
failed to twinkle nor wrinkles of 
mirth to appear on face as the 
verdict was read.

GERMANS MAKE 
JEST OF REVOLT 


| Loose With Bonus! 


Nothing Serious Likely to 
Touch Ringleaders 

Rebull Appears Aneme 

lous to Teuton Nature 


(BY CABLE—SXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

BERLIN, Oct. 10.—Much has 
been written recently about the 
possibility of a rebellion in Ger- 
| many. Some writers maintain 
that the German people, goaded 
by loss of fortune, suffering from 
lack of nutritious food and fren- 
zied by the high cost of living and 
the chaotic condition of finance 
will ultimately rise in revolt 
against their government. 

Others cling to the theory ad- 
vanced by Bismarck, the “Iron 
Chancellor,” that the Teutonic 
people are too phiegmatic and too 
easily disciplined to attempt vio- 
lence. To bear out the argument, 


fact that there has been 
but one revolution tn the modern 
history of the German people— 
that,of 1848—which was abortive. 

Judging from today’s proceed- 
ings at Cottbus it would seem that 
if Germany Is to have a rebellion, 
it will have to be financed in a 
inost liberal manner by the govern- 
ment, and even then it si question- 
able if the rulers can procure suffi- 
client participants to make any 
kind of a showing even at so much 
per head. 

REBEIS REWARDED 
Ample -proof of the foregoing Is 
borne out by the spectacie of re- 
bellion being rewarded by bonuses 
at Cottbus when the 600 guerilla 
insurrectionists, who last week as- 
sailed the fortress of Kuestrin, ao- 
cused of high treason and aaaed 
attack against the authority of the 
German State were re from 
confinement and sent away with 
100,000 marks each their 
pockets, 

And the argument against re- 
volt is further substantiated by the 
fact that even the ring leaders, 
who are locked up in the same 
prison with Tilesen, accused of 
the Rathenau murder, and other 
suspects charged with complicity 
in° the Kapp revolt, are held in 
such gilded chains that nobody 
believes they will ever be punish- 
ed seriously. The legal proceedings 
against these men, which were to 
have begun today, have been post- 
poned indefinitely. 

After the suppression of Ilast 
week's revolt at Kuestrin 500 men 
and thirty officers, caught with 
arms in their hands, were arrested 
and brought to Cottbus and shut: 
up in the big prison camp, which 
housed thousands of soldiers of the 
Allies during the Werld War. 


SEORET INVESTIGATION 


They were subjected to a secret 
preliminary investigation, which 
proved, according to ®urrent re- 
ports, that the rank and file were 
rash, irresponsibie youngsters, in- 
capable of realizing the gravity of 
their acts, and that others had 
been driven by hunger to enlist-in 
the adventure. 

On the basis of these findings 
the rank-and-file prisoners were 
released and given free railway 
tickets and bonuses of 50,000,000 
marks “each .as compensation for 
the time lost in jail. The expla- 
nation of this extraordinary act is 
that the Stresemann government 
could no longer afford to feed the 
prisoners. 

No information about the trial 
of the other prisoners is given to 
newspaper correspondents, and it 
is not known whether it wil] be 
open or confidential. 


DISTRICT REACTIONARY 

Landesgerichsrat Von 
president of the local courts, who 
is rated as a prominent member [| 
of the junker party. professes to 
be ignorant of the detatiis, but he 
does not deny that most of the in- 
habitants of this region and the 
citizens from whom the jury will 
be chosen are Nationalist or reac- 
tionary in politics; that fs to say, 
are in sympathy with the prison- 
ers.

SETTLEMENTS GROW 

The amalgamation of the intell- 
igence of the A.R.A. with the 
A.C..HL.A.,, in an intensified concen- 
tration upon child eulture in 
America brings to the foreground 
again a work that has been stead- 
ily progressing both. in England 
and this country since its incube- 
tion by the late Arnold Toynbee, 
the famous London social reformer 
and economist who died exactly 
forty years ago—namely, the social 
settlements. 

These are‘the associations of 
men and women of the educated 
classes who take up residence ifn 
the poorer quarters of great cities 
for the purpose of bringing cul- 
ture, knowledge, less recrea- 
tion and especially personal in- 
fluence and example to bear upon 
the poor in order to better and 
brighten their lives. In two words 
the slogan of such settlements is: 
“Personnel service.” 

The hall which Canon Barnett 
established in 1885 to the memory 
of Toynbee in the East End of 
London was the first material em- 
bodiment of the movement. Since 
then many settlements of the same 
or similar nature have sprung up 
in Great Britain and the United 
States, and there has been some 
evidence of the expansion of the 
idea to the continent of Europe, 
India and Japan, the latter island 
empire ever watchful to absorb 


and try out the ideas of the Occi-/; 


dent. 

The sympathy of the young men 
and women in the colleges and the 
universities have been widely en- 
listed toward the movement, which 
furnished a most practical field for 
the immediate application of the 
idealism imbibed in their collegiate 
life. Ernest Poole, the novelist. 
was a New York social settlement 
worker, and there are dozens of 
others who have attained promi- 
nence in decent Nterature who se- 
cured their background while vol- 
unteer settlement workers in some 
slum district of a.great city. The 
late Jacob A. Riis, T. R.’s friend 
and a most useful American, com- 
bined journalism and settlement 
work. 


ONE SHADOW 


The one distressing factor that 


has cast a shadow over settlement 
work in some American cities is 
the avidity with which some so- 


| clety leaders have taken it up as a 


fad—used it is a vehicle for their 
ambitions. These women, 


, but leisure, assume a patronizing 
.attitude toward the inhabitants of 
a neighborhood, and in order to 


have the stage set for their grand 
entrances and exits, place the set- 
tlements in charge of their sat- 
telites; men and women who are 
more concerned in casting roses 
along the pathway of their back- 
ers than in assuming a proper 
neighborhood spirit toward the 
very people for whose benefit the 
work was started. 

Fortunately these are améng the 
exceptions. Many social settle- 
ments have so brightened and 
toned up a district that automat- 
ically the management was passed 
to the people themselves, and the 
buildings and grounds transformed 
into self-supporting neighborhood 
centers, sometimes under munici- 
pal control, and then again as in- 
dependently conducted centers for 
— relationship and congrega- 
tion. 

New York is one place that fs in 
permanent need of the original 
type of social settlements. As the 
dumping ground of the high per- 
centage of immigrants, there is al- 

ways a primer class that requires 
elementary neighboring plus in-

The heavier loading under 
the new rates will tend also te 
conserve the refrigerator car sup- 
ply, which already has proved in- 
adequate ‘to handle the. rapidly 
increasing fruit and vegetable 
traffic from the Pacific Coast.” 


CALIFORNIA LINES 

The new rate was argued and 
decided, according to Mr. Corn- 
well, strictly on its merits as a 
traffic question and the cost of 
handling this business as com- 
pared with other transcontinental 
freight, and not for commercial] 
neede or other considerations.

SUBMARINE WAS NEW 

The submarine was one of the 
newest in the Navy and was built 
by the Bethlehem Company at San 
Francieco in 1921. It was a unit of 
submarine division No. 17. The 
damage. is estimated at $600,000. 
The boat is In no danger of sink- 
ing. It is 219 feet long and 29 feet 
wide with a displacement of 1602 
tons. It carries four twenty-seven- 
inch torpedo tubes and has a 
cruising radius of 20,000 miles. 

Sallors say that it is a strange 
coincidence that the boat was in 
the @xact spot near the breakwa- 
ter where the R-6 went down 
September 28, 1920, causing the 
death of two of the crew. 

The last similar digaster was at 
Cavite, P. L, when the entire crew 
of the submarine A-7T were burned 
to death In 1917. 

Admiral 8. S. Robison, comman- 
der-in-chief of the fleet, an- 
nounced last night that a board 
of inquiry would investigate the 
cause of the accident. It is said 
that all the confidential records 
concerning the submarine were 
burned In the stateroom of the 
boat.

ROBBERY GANG UNDER QUIZ 


Many Witnesses Called by Grand Jury to Sift Opera- 
tions of Wilson Aides; Indictments Expected 


A procession of witnesses yesterday went before the Federal grand 
jury and detailed information which they had been able to gather con- 
cerning the operations of a nation-wide band of highwaymen and 
safe-robbers, headed by Herbert Wilson, ex-minister now serving a 
life term in San Quentin prison for the murder of Herbert Cox, his 


one-time pal. 

The grand jury investigation 
will probably result in indictments, 
eald Asst. U. S. Atty.-Gen. David 
Cahill, in charge of the case, which 
will supersede those returned 
against Herbert Wilson, his broth- 
er, Lou, now at liberty, and Her- 
bert Cox, almost two years ago, in 
which they were accused of rob- 
bing Postal Clerks Grimes and 
Alexander of registered mall, 
valued at more than $1,000,000 on 
Alameda street, March 
Wilson and Cox were arrested De- 
cember 23, 1921, by Deputy Couts 
and Inspector Grant. 


JURY GIVEN MANY NAMES 


The names of approximately 
thirty persons, who are asserted 
to heve assisted Wilson in the 
disposition of the stolen bonds and 
securities, gained in the Alameda- 
street robbery and the Los An- 
geles-street mail robbery of No- 
vember 3, 1921, were given to the 
grand jury in connection with the 
case. Indictments asserting viola- 
tion of several articles of the Fed- 
eral laws, namely conspiracy to 
hold up the mails, mail robbery 
and receiving stolen property will 
be asked, said Mr. Cahill, 

The dealers in the stolen bonds 
are situated in eastern cities, prin- 
cipally New York and Boston. In 
addition to $375,000 in bonds re- 
covered in 1921 tn a Detroit room- 
ing-house, lots of $5000 to $8000 
in bonds have been found by pos- 
tal inspectors in several eastern 
cities. Brokers and business men 
were named in the testimony, it 
is believed, In addition to profes- 
sional fences who are known to 
have dealings with crooks. 

When returned, the indictments 
will be held secret, it was an- 
nounced, while warrants will be 
sent to cities in which the indicted 


will be bronght to Los Angeles to

Witnesses before the jury 
yesterday were the clerks, Grimes 
and Alexander, Postal Inspectors 
Grant, Cellar, Webster and Pate, 
and former Deputy Sheriff Couts.

GANG IS FORMED 

A band of safe-robbers and high 
waymen was thera formed, and ii 
is estimated that they perpetrated 
more than twenty-five large rob- 
beries and mail hold-ups. The to- 
tal value of money, securities and 
jewels they stole is impossible to 
estimate, but it was undoubtedly 
in the millions. 

In addition to the two mall rob- 
beries already mentioned, the band 
robbed the safe of the Fifth Street 
Store here of about $30,000. Their 
other robberies were committed in 
San Francisco, Oakland, New York, 
Cincinnatl, Louisville, Detroit and 
Washington. 

Cox and Wilson were arrested 
here December 23, 1921, and con- | 
fined,in the County Jail. 
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Eddie O'Brien, since convicted of 


mail robbery in Toledo, O., the 


pair mace a break for liberty April 
9, 1921, in which they were un- 
successful. Cox was killed on the 
Bridge of Sighs at the County Jail 
and Wilson was tried for his mur- 
der and convicted.
